After a year of review, the Bradford 
Downtown Revitalization Committee 
has made its recommendation, for the 
redesign of Holland St. from Collings Ave. 
easttoDissetteSt. 

The design would reduce traffic to a single 
lane in either direction from Collings 
to Colbome St., but preserve some on¬ 
street parking, and prevent traffic tie-ups 
by creating left-turn lanes - at Collings; 
at Holland Court to accommodate traffic 
accessing the new Family Health Centre; 
at the main intersection with Barrie/ 
Simcoe Rd.; and at Colbome. There would 
be no left-turn lane at Nelson St. - and no 
left turns allowed. 

Drury would become 1-way, 
southbound. And Moore St., north of 
Holland, would be closed and turned into 
a pedestrian walkway. 

The design calls for sidewalks almost 2 
metres in width, landscaped areas up to 
2.3 metres wide where planters, benches 
and trees would improve the streetscape, 
and a 40 kmph speed limit. Roll-over 
curbs and a boulevard would provide 
space where traffic could pull off the 
road, if emergency vehicles need to pass 
on the narrowed street. 

And the plan calls for a roundabout - a 
traffic circle - on Barrie St. at John. 

The design was presented to Council 
in a special meeting on September 10, 
upstairs at the old Bradford Community 
Centre. Joe Mullan of Ainley Group 
noted that the infrastructure underneath 
Holland - sanitary and storm sewers, 
watermains, asphalt - “is deteriorating 
and does need to be replaced,” offering 
an opportunity to redesign the roadway. 

“You had multiple goals for this project," 
Mullan said: to maximize parking, 
to ensure traffic flow, and to create

boundary to the 4th Line of Innisfil 
(Killarney Beach Rd.). 

In filing his objection with the 
Electoral Boundary Commission, MP 
Van Loan suggested that setting the 
boundary at the 4th line would "better 
reflect the personal relationships and 
community affinities of the people 
living in the area,” and the strong, 
historic ties between South Innisfil 
and Bradford West Gwillimbury 

On September 4, Innisfil Council 
passed a resolution critical of the 
split, and asking that the municipality 
be kept within a single electoral 
boundary. There was also some 
criticism of the MP - for failing to 
communicate with the municipal level 
of government. 

“Our member of parliament Peter 
Van Loan has provided excellent 
service to this municipality,” said 
Councillor Doug Lougheed, bringing 
forward the resolution. "This 
difference of opinion does not reflect 
that." 

Lougheed called it "counter¬ 
productive” to divide the riding, 
especially in light of the Inspiring 
Innisfil 2020 strategic planning 
document. "Innisfil has always been 
one entire riding” - sometimes aligned 
with Barrie, sometimes with Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, he said. 

Councillor Lynn Dollin also had 
praise for Peter Van Loan, but concern

Collision onYonge

Around 8:54 p.m. on September 4, 
South Simcoe Police were called to 
a 2-vehicle collision on Yonge St„ 
at the 12th Line of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

A GMC Envoy was westbound on 
the 12th Line, and failed to yield to a 
Nissan Juke northbound on Yonge. 
The force of the collision knocked the 
GMC on its side; the vehicle came 
to rest on a culvert with the driver 
trapped inside. 

BWG Fire & Emergency Services 
worked for over an hour to extricate 
the female driver of the Envoy. Both 
drivers were transported to a local 
hospital with non-life-threatening 
injuries. Charges are pending against 
the driver of the GMC. 

Anyone who may have witnessed the 
collision is asked to contact PC Adam 
MacKay at 905-775-3311 ext. 1434. 

Sheron Metcalfe didn’t witness the 
crash, but she came upon the scene 
shortly after it happened. For the 
resident of the 12th Line, it was a 
case of deja vu: 3 years ago, she was 
involved in a collision at the same 
intersection, although the scenario 
was different. 


Metcalfe, northbound onYonge, had 
slowed to make a right hand turn. The 
vehicle directly behind her swung 
into the southbound lane to pass; the 
driver behind him plowed into her 
vehicle at 80 kmph. 

Ever since then, she has been 
concerned about safety at the 
intersection - especially since Hon. 
Earl Rowe Public School, is located on 
the 12th Line just west of Yonge. 

She points to the lack of a turn lane 
on Yonge, and the dotted centre line 
that seems to indicate that drivers can 
pass - even in the intersection. “The 
intersection is dangerous,” Metcalfe 
says, noting that there have been 
numerous collisions at the locale. 

She would like to see turn lanes and a 
traffic light installed at the intersection 
- a request that had the support of the 
previous principal of Hon. Earl Rowe - 
but at the very least, the dotted centre 
line replaced with a solid yellow line. 
“That’s where you start!” 

And she wonders if the lack of street¬ 
lighting at the intersection may have 
contributed to Wednesday’s crash. 

The County of Simcoe assumed

pedestrian-friendly spaces. The 
proposed design achieves those goals. 

Not all Councillors agreed. 

Councillor Carl Hordyk was 
concerned about reducing traffic to a 
single lane in each direction - noting 
that during the evening rush hour, 
there are 2 full lanes of traffic heading 
west on Holland. "It’s very, very busy,” 
he said. “Holland St. is County Rd. 88, 
which is a major arterial." 

A comment had been made about 
the apparent lack of public interest 
in the project. Councillor Hordyk 
suggested that the Town should try 
temporary lane closures, "and see 
what kind of feedback we get from the 
public then. Let’s see how engaged the 
public gets once we close that road, 
because that’s what is proposed." 

He urged the Town to reduce a 
portion of Holland to two lanes in 
October. "Let’s see how public works 
makes out with snow removal, let’s 
see what the public has to say, let’s see 
what the business owners have to say." 

“With all due respect, you do have 
a 2-lane street,” responded Mullan. 
"Under ideal conditions, 4 lanes - but 
throw in a few parked cars..." 

Mullan insisted that traffic modelling 
shows that a 2-lane Holland St. could 
handle traffic volumes expected, up 
to 2026, as long as left turn lanes were 
installed, and file planned Southeast 
Arterial Road is constructed. 

“But we don’t have that road yet," 
Councillor Hordyk pointed out. 

Town Manager Jay Currier advised 
that construction of the Southeast 
Arterial and Holland St. improvements 
"maybe simultaneous.” 

Mullan acknowledged the design 
eliminates 15 on-street parking spaces 
- or about 5% of the supply. 

“Each parking spot is $250,000 in 
commerce, that you’re taking away," 
said Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. 

And Councillor Gary Lamb pointed 


out that on-street parking is not 
comparable to a parking lot. Each on¬ 
street space may be occupied for 5 or 
10 minutes at a time, several times in 
an hour, allowing the public to conduct 
their business. “Those 15 parking spots 
are really 150 parking spots." 

Councillor Del Crake noted that 
there were only 12 members of the 
public in attendance, and “probably 2 
members of the public here who are 
not directly involved... I frankly don’t 
think the public gives a damn which 
way it’s done. Council is the only one 
that cares - the public doesn’t seem to 

He said Bradford tried similar 
improvements in the 1970s, with 
disastrous results. "It failed, and many 
of the businesses failed with it." Crake 
noted that conditions are even harder 
now than in the 1970s for downtown 
businesses, with stiff competition from 
new stores at the west end. “These 
people are lighting for their survival, 
as the downtown is fighting for its 
survival... The demographics have 
changed, society has changed. Take 
Holland down to two lanes, you’re 
going to take the downtown out.” 

But Mayor Doug White pointed 
out, "We need to have a downtown 
better than we have today. I know 
our downtown is completely 
dysfunctional. What we have now is 4 
lanes, that are quite often zero lanes, 
because you have one parked car and 
a car turning left... It's ugly and it’s 
dysfunctional. You have the worst of 
both worlds.” 

And Councillor Raj Sandhu noted 
that the road design was approved 
by a committee made up largely of 
downtown merchants, “and they 
believe in it... A do-nothing policy is 
not the right one.” 

Council voted to move forward with 
the Class Environmental Assessment 
for the design - a process that will 
include a Public Information Centre.

ownership of Yonge St. back in 2007, 
and has plans to widen the former 
Hwy. 11 to four lanes - installing turn 
lanes at most intersections, including 
the 12th Line. 

The Environmental Assessment 
the road has been finalized, said 
Debbie Korolnek, now Simcoe County 
General Manager of Engineering, 
which means that the County 
can proceed with the design and 
construction - although the project 
will be phased in. 

“It will proceed in stages,” said 
Korolnek. “You won’t see any 
construction until 2016," and then 
work will likely begin at the south end, 
near Bradford. She estimated that 
it would take "8 to 12 years" before 
construction reaches the 12th Line. 

When it does, Yonge will be widened 
to 4 lanes, plus right turn lanes. 

There are no plans to install street 


lights. Korolnek noted that the County 
has a strict “traffic warrant" based on 
volume, to determine if lights should 
be installed. "The presence of the 
school doesn’t change the warrant.” 

However, she noted, the municipality 
can and has installed lighting at other 
intersections, although not warranted 
by traffic counts. 

As for the dotted or solid line in 
the intersection, “that’s not a hard 
and fast rule.” A dotted line indicates 
sightlines,not “permission” to pass.

More eyes on the process 


It was awkward, listening to 
Councillors bemoan the lack of 
engagement from the public, 
regarding the Holland St. redesign. 

There were only a dozen or so 
people who attended the special 
meeting of Council on Tuesday night, 
and, said Councillor Del Crake, "there 
are probably only 2 members of the 
public here who are not directly 
involved” - either as downtown 
merchants or as members of the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee. 

We suggest that if Council wants 
a bigger turn-out, Council should 
let people know they’re holding a 
meeting. 

The special meeting of Council 
wasn’t posted on the Town’s website 
until September 4, giving the public 
less than one week's notice. And 
the location was shifted, from the 
Zima Room at the library to the old 
Arena Auditorium - confusing, since 
Council only moved to the Library in 
August. 

The Holland St. redesign is an 
important issue, and one that will 
have a major impact on Bradford. 

The design presented on Tuesday 
night calls for Holland to be reduced 
to one lane in either direction, 
from Collings to Colbome., with 
the exception of turn lanes at some 
intersections. There will be no left 
turn from Holland onto Nelson. 

Drury will be one-way southbound. 
Moore St. at Holland will be closed 
and turned into a pedestrian 
walkway. And there is a turn circle 
planned for Barrie and John Sts. 


There is much that is interesting 
and positive in the design, but there 
is much that needs more thought. By 
eliminating the originally planned 
centre shared turn lane, it will be 
difficult for drivers to turn in to 
private parking lots and shopping 
areas. Left turn lanes at intersections 
solve only part of the problem; 
what about drivers turning left into 
plaza parking lots? To access banks, 
or other businesses? Left-turning 
vehicles will still snarl traffic. 

And we’re getting tired of the 
mantra of the turning circle. Planners 
say that traffic circles improve traffic 
flow, and we get that. We just don’t 
think that the location - in such close 
proximity to the main intersection - is 
a good idea. 

The turn circle will make access 
to the Post Office parking lot more 
difficult, force the GO Bus stops to 
move and, we predict, will cause 
traffic to back up even more than 
it already does during rush hour - 
especially since there is a traffic light 
just one block away. When that light 
turns red, everything will stop- and 
good luck to those on John St., hoping 

In fact, we expect traffic to behave 
like water. When there is a blockage - 
like the proposed traffic circle - traffic 
will flow onto other routes. And too 
bad for the residents of Scanlon Ave. 

We hope that the next step in the 
process, the Public Information 
Centre, is well advertised, unlike 
Tuesday’s meeting - and that the 
public does become engaged.

Planting a “Pollinator Patch” 



Members of the Bond Head & District Horticultural Society planted their first 
“Pollinator Patch” at the Hwy. 400 and 88 Commuter Parking lot on Sept. 5.

About a dozen members of the Bond 
Head Horticultural Society grabbed 
shovels and wheelbarrows, on 
September 5, and fulfilled a long-time 
plan. After years of asking, the Society 
finally received permission from the 
Ministry of Transportation to create 
a flowerbed at the west Commuter 
Parking lot at Hwy. 400 and 88. 

The gardening group planted a 
“pollinator patch" - a bed of native 
flowering plants that can provide 
food and habitat for pollinators, that 
include bees and butterflies. 

It’s a concept being promoted by the 

past president Carol Dunk. 

The OHA is encouraging 
Horticultural Societies across the 
province to plant “pollinator patches” 
on vacant land, in an attempt to offset 
the impact of pesticides, disease, 
pollution and loss of habitat, all of 
which have had a devastating impact 
on the province’s native pollinating 


Society members dug up the sod 
to create the new bed, and planted 
Rudbeckia hirta - Black-eyed Susan, 
the official flower of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury - and gramma grasses, 
grown from seed by Bond Head 
Horticultural Society President Gloria 
Pengelly. 

“Next year, we’re probably going 
to plant some cone flower and bee 
balm,” Pengelly said, and install “bee 
houses” for solitary mason bees. 

The group also has permission from 
MTO to extend the flower bed the full 
length of the commuter parking lot. 
“It’s a work in progress."

AODA - The Accessibility for Ontarians 
with Disabilities Act - is the Ontario 
government’s put-your-money-where- 
your-mouth-is legislation, designed 
to ensure equal access for those with 
disabilities.

“I have a fear of heights, Gougeon 
admits - but she's been training and 
preparing for the 4 to 5 day climb for 
the past 6 months. “It’s kind of a big 
thing, and it’s a great way to bring 
awareness to such a great cause.. 

I get to represent Bradford!” 

So far, she's raised about $2900 
for the “Expedition of Hope,” and 
continues to encourage donations - 
and to read the online inspirational 
stories of those participating. “There 


are husbands and wives, still going 
through it (ovarian cancer), there are 
5-year survivors - great stories!” 

Despite her preoccupation with the 
coming climb, she still organized the 
2.5 or 5 K Bradford Walk of Hope at the 
Lions Park, with help from volunteers 
with Ovarian Cancer Canada, and 
sponsors that included the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, Ananda 
Hot Yoga, Extreme Dance Connection 
of Barrie, Avalon Orchard, Pizzaville 
and Walmart. 

As emcee Darryl Osborne noted, 
every year, another 2,600 Canadian 
women are diagnosed with Ovarian 
cancer, which "currently has no proper 
screening test and can’t be detected 
with a Papp test or HPV test.” 

These are women like Angela 
Gougeon’s mom. Three years ago, 
her mother was diagnosed - which 
sparked Gougeon’s involvement in
